THE OFFICIAL PROGRAM 


Of Centennial Which Opens 
at Put-in Bay Island on 


July 4 Has Been 


Announced.

Cleveland, O., June 21.—The 
Perry 


Victory Centennial commissioners to- 
day gave out the official program for 
the cruise of the restored flagship 
"Niagara," of Commodore Oliver Haz- 
ard Perry's fleet in the Battle of Lake 
Erie, September 10, 1813, and also the 
program for the opening celebration 
of the Perry Centennial at Put-in-Bay 
Island on the Fourth of July. 


The "Niagara" will be present at the 


leading local celebrations ot the Cen- 
tennial of Perry s Victory in the vari- 
ous ports of the Great Lakes, making 
her debut at the celebration at Erie, 
Pa., on July 6. She will be convoyed 
by a fleet consisting of the 
naval 


militia ships of the states bordering 
on the Great 
Lakes, including the 
"Essex" and "Dorothea" of Ohio; the 
"Don Juan de Austria" of Michigan; 
the 
"Dubuque" 
of 
Illinois; 
the 


"Wolverine" of 
Pennsylvania; 
the 


"Gopher" of Minnesota; the two ships 
of the New York naval militia, and 
United States revenue cutters "Mor- 
rell" on the lower lakes and "Tusca- 
rora' on the upper lakes. This fleet 
will not be permanently 
assembled 


throughout 
the 
summer, but the 


itinerary is so planned that the "Ni- 
agara" will have 
suitable 
escort 


throughout her cruise. 


The vessels attending the Fourth of 


July celebration at Put-in-Bay 
will 


arrive at Erie on July 6 and be joined 
by others of the fleet. The "Niagara" 
will depart from Erie on July 11, ar- 
riving at Fairport, O., for a one-day 
celebration on July 12, and 
subse- 


quently pursue the following itiner- 
ary: Lorain, O., week of July 14; Put- 
in-Bay, July 20; Monroe, Mich., Jul> 
26; Toledo, July 27; Detroit, August 1: 
Green Bay, Wis., August 7; 
Milwau- 


kee, August 11; Chicago, August 17; 
Buffalo, September 
1; 
Sandusky, O., 


September 8; Put-in-Bay, September 
10 and 11.

fleet to Erie with the 
wounded of 


both fleets and a large number of 
British prisoners on board, following 
the battle off West Sister Island, Sep- 
tember 10, 1813, and the burial at sea

Democratic County Central 


Committee Held Important

What has been designated as a 


legislative bungle in the new pri- 
mary 
law was discussed Saturday 


afternoon in a special meeting of 
the 
Democratic 
County 
Central 


Committee. 
Members of the com- 


m'ttee are at a loss to know what 
course to pursue in view of the fact 
that under the new law, which de- 
nies the right to hold primaries in 
municipalities and townships of less 
than 2,000 population, iro provision 
is made for the time and place of 
filing nomination petitions. 


After full discussion by members 


of the committee, Chairman J. J. 
Hill of 
Johnstown, 
declared 
the 


meeting adjourned to meet as soon 
as an official opinion1 is received 
here from Secretary of State Graves, 
which is expected during the coming 
week. 


The committee 
also 
considered 


the matter of securing nominations 
of suitable candidates on the ticket 
for the next election. 
It appears 


that under the petition plan, the 
only provision1 left open for making 
nominations 
in 
municipalities un- 


der 2,000 population, an indepen- 
dent ticket would be the result. This, 
it is hoped to avoid. The Democratic 
committee wants good, strong Dem- 
ocratic candidates in the field, un- 


der the banner of Democracy and 
not on an independent ticket. 
Explanation of the puzzling sit- 


uation by which small municipalities 
find themselves unable to hold pri- 
maries, is that the provision as to 
time and place for filing nomination 
petitions was embodied in the gen- 
eral primary law, which does not 
become operative until January 1. 
The law with reference to munici- 
palities under 2,000 was a separate 
consideration. 


The only condition under which 


primaries may be held in such mu- 
nicipalities is by petition of the elec- 
tors. 
Meanwhile, what may be done de- 


pends upon the ruling of Secretary 
Graves, which is expected to be a full 
explanation of the subject. 
At Saturday's meeting, Chairman 


Hill presented the 
resignation of 


Harvey Orr, who removed from the 
township which he represented on 
the committee. 
His resignation was 


accepted, and his suggestion that T. 
B. Hurst succeed him was adopted 
and Mr. Hirst was elected 
to fill 


the vacancy. 


The many friends of Mr. 
T. 
B. 


Hirst will be highly pleased to know 
he has been chosen to fill the Frank- 
lin township vacancy on the Central 
Committee.

merce commission investigation of the 
railroads which has just begun in 
Washington to determine the physical 
valuation of the roads. 
Mr. Gothlin today appointed a com- 


mittee of 17 members of Public Utili- 
ties commissions in 17 states to take 
immediate steps to attend every hear- 
ing of the Inter-State Commerce com- 
mission during the railroad valuation 
inquiry. 
"It appears," says Mr. Gothlin in 
his letter naming the 
commission, 


•that the railroad interests of 
the 


United States have organized and will 
be represented by the very best tal- 
ent, both legal and scientific, that it is 
possible to secure, in presenting their 
side of the case at every opportunity. 
So far there seems to have been no 
action taken looking to the securing 
of talents by the side of the public." 


The committee named is to hold a 


meeting at the direction of Mr. Goth- 
lin next Saturday 
morning at 10 


o'clock at the Lasalle Hotel, Chicago. 
It is expected to see to it that the 
national assootaUbn of railway com- 
missioners is represented at 
every 


hearing of the Inter-State Commerce 
commission regarding the valuation ot 
railroads and to take care of 
the 


public's side of the controversy. 


Western states 
first 
began the 


movement which resulted in the ap- 
pointment of the committee. Five of 
the western commonwealths through

DEFENSE OF 


COMMISSION

Troy, O., June 21—-Continuing his 


defense of the Agricultural commis- 
sion act against a proposed referen- 
dum movement, Governor Cox de- 
livered an address here today be- 
fore a gathering of farmers. He laid 
bare the history ot the act from its 
inception to the present time and in- 
timated that the leaders of the Ohio 
State Grange, who are opposing the 
act, were committing a breach of 
faith. 


The 
governor told the farmers 


that after the bill had been intro- 
duced in the legislature the Grange 
leaders appointed a committee to go 
through the bill carefully and make 
any suggestions which, in their judg- 
ment, ought to 
be incorporated in 


the bill. 
After a consultation with 


the hou&e 
and senate 
agricultural 


committee the governor said that the 
amendments save one, suggested by 
the Grange committee, were approv- 
ed aud the latter enacted 
into law.

school lands in the state from which 
;he schools are not realizing one per- 
cent." 
Because of the small income,

Auditor recommends legislation for^ 
Jie speedy sale of the school lands, 
:hus assuring the schols an income of 
six percent on the proceeds for all 
time. The auditor points out that the 
title of but one-third of th.e 702,000 
acres allotted townships for the bene- 
Jt of the schools, can be traced, and 
that only 12,718 acres are known to 
be the property of 
the 
state at thei 


present time. 
By the latest reports 


'n the auditor's office it is shown that 
the total income from these lands is 
only $14,011 annually, many of the 
townships receiving less than 25 cents 
an acre. 


Tracts of lands have been sold, the 


auditor says, and some tracts have 
been used without authority or the 
payment of any rent. It is believed! 
that thousands of acres have been oc- 
cupied by squatters and fraudulently 
deeded to innocent purchasers. Parts 
of the land are being badly farmed and 
neglected by leassees, the auditor's in- 
vestigation 
shows.

article states: 


'Much of this land has valuable nat- 


ural resources in coal and oil 
and 


there are extensive timber areas. Al- 
ready tens of thousands of dollars in 
Limber and coal have been illegally re- 
moved without any financial return. 

This depreciation is go- 
ins on every year and soon a.l surli 
valiiable supplies of coal and tiiuncr 
will be exhausted and the lands ren- 
lered unsalable pnd practically worth- 
less.

HARVESTER TRUST'S 


PROFITS $16,500,000 


Annual Report Gins Nil Earn- 


ings For 1912. 


Chicago.—Cyras H. McCormlck, pres- 


ident of the International Harvester 
company, made public here the report 
of the corporatidif-for the year 1012. 
which shows a net; profit of $16,395,- 
697.16 on a total Incorike of $126,518,- 
237.62. The capital stock is $140,000,- 
000, and the surplus on Dec. 31 was 
$31,586,544.06. In hie comments on the 
general situation last year Mr. McCor- 
mlck says: 


"The year 1912 was one of excep- 


tional prosperity for the farming com- 
munity throughout the world. The 
production of the principal grains in- 
creased almost 20 p«r cent over the 
preceding year and yielded a crop 
value considerably larger than any pre- 
vious record. This created an Increas- 
ed demand for harvesting machinery, 
tillage implements and other farm ap- 
pliances and enabled the company to 
make a substantial gain In the gross 
volume of sales. The increase effected 
in net earnings, however, was not pro- 
portionate to the gain In volume, owing 
to the reduction in selling prices of the 
company's principal lines. 


"The expansion of the foreign trade 


continues. The sales of harvesting 
machinery abroad increased 23 per 
cent, and the sales of other farm 1m- 
olements, engines and tractors increas- 
ed 14 per cent over 1911.

Mathew Arnold once said, "If ever 


the world ueea a time when women 
shall come together purely and sim- 
ply for the benefit and good of man- 
kind—it will be a power such as the 
world has never known." 


Such a power is the General Fed- 


eration of Women's clubs—oiganiz- 
ed solely for the good they can do, 
working for the benefit and welfare 
of humanity, they have become such 
a power as to make the world won- 
der, and they are as yet scarcely 
conscious of that power. An organi- 
zation ot more than a million intel- 
ligent earnest single hearted women 
is an invincible force when applied 
to the accomplishing of any desired 
end. 
The vision of the past has be- 


come a reality. 
From the desire to 


raise themselves to a higher stand- 
ard, to bioaden their own outlook, 
club women have grown to the de- 
sire to help 
others—to 
raise the 


standard of living, to help other wo- 
men less fortunate, to protect the 
children and youth ot their land and 
to extend to the human family the 
loving, tender 
and 
watchful care 


they have so long given to their own 
families. 
Club women make a. lavish 


expenditure of human spirit—organ- 
ized as this how is into a great cen- 
tral body—it has become a great dy- 
namic force which 
will eventually 


have a determining influence upon 
civilization.

Con Promote Health Rights 


Of The Children. 


One of the most interesting sub- 


jects under discussion at the recent 
Council at Washington, was that of 
Social Center work. 
Many of those 


present expressed a desire to have 
some suggestions for starting and 
developing social 
centers, and as 


club work for the coming year is 
now being considered we feel that 
the following suggestions sent out 
through the Division of Recreation 
of the Russell Sage Foundation are 
most pertinent and will prove help-1 
ful. 


The direction of a social center 


consists in arranging 
"occasions" 


for the benefit of its patrons. 
To 


mike up a varied program for a full- 
fledged center, 
open six nights a 


week, requires considerable cudgel- 
ing of the brains, so that directors 
usually welcome suggestions which 
will help them to entertain and in- 
struct their patrons. 


If any club as a whole undertakes 


to maintain a center in some school 
with each of the departments con- 
tributing to its weekly program, the 
carrying out of the following sug- 
gestions will be a mere matter of 
routine. 
In 
municipally-supported 
centers the opportunity to get cer- 
tain events or activities upon their 
programs will be easily obtained by 
conferring with the proper officials 


1. Health talks, preferably illus- 


trated before social center audiences. 
In every pity there is. a large number 
of experienced 
speakers who 
are 


available for public service of this 
sort. 
Such are the Municipal De- 


portment of Health officials, mem- 
bers of medical societies, college pro- 
fessors, prominent 
physicians, and 


directors of the school physical train- 
ing department. 


2. The school center may be made 


the point of departure for an agita- 
tion in favor of school feeding for 
ill-nourished pupils. 
In 
the same 


way iiio%enieiitg can be started lor 
open-air m-hools, vacuum 
cleaning, 


medical school 
in*pe<-iiou, 
school 


nuise* and the other ffcuuues of pub- 
lic health supervision o bchool chil- 
dren.

center and arrange foi talks upou 
home sanitation by ajembeis of the 
Visiting Xuraeg' OMOCldtioa.

basement partition walls are all of 
concrete, the piers being reinforced 
with steele, and many compliments 
have been passed by the public on 
the substantial foundation and the 
excellent work of Contractor Chas. 
F. Wagenheim. 


On September 23. 
the

Temple Coitfpany of Newark, Ohio, 
changed its name to the Newark Ma- 
sonic Temple Company. This was 
necessary on account of changing 
from a corporation not., for profit to 
a corporation for profit, and at this 
time all transfers were made in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the state 
of Ohio. 


On January 1, 1913. the contract 


for the general "* construction 
was 


awarded to W. C. Handshy & Son, 
of Zanesville, for 150,269, and the 
contract for the cement and con- 
crete construction was awarded to 
Showers & Taylor of Crooksville, for 
$13,081. 
On January 13, the con- 


tract 
for 
heating, 
ventilating, 


plumbing and gas piping, was award- 
ed to the Hoffman Conklin Company 
of Columbus, for $8,608, 
and 
the 


contract for the electric wiring was 
awarded to the Newark Electric Co. 
of Newark for $1,985.. On February 
22, after considerable investigation, 
the brick was selected and the con- 
tract given to the Clay Craft 
Com- 


pany of Columbus. 


The work has not progressed as 


fast as the members and directors 
would like to have it, but the delay 
has been unavoidable due principal- 
ly to the furnishing of the steel 
furnished by the. Champion 
Steel 


Company of Kenton, O. 
However, 


thp steel for the first floor is now in 
position, and the concrete floor is 
laid, and there is known no reason

The directors of the Newark Ma-,

considerable time

proposition, but they feel that their 
efforts have not been in vain, and 
we will soon have a Masonic Temple, 
which the Masons o'f Newark and all 
Licking county can enjoy and our 
citizens point to with pride.

the farmer and the butcher proposed 
to the council that if two car loads of 
limestone were purchased, they would 
see that it was put on the road. The 
road was then in very good condition. 
But these men knew that roads onco 
built or repaired must not be noglnct.- 
ed forever after. They saw that some 
one should bf on the ground ready to 
give the road attention right at. the 
limn that it was noeited.

aff«>r ev*»ry rain, and at any other time

The need and desire for a Masonic 


Temple la 
Newark was a subject 


generally discussed by many for a 
number of years, but the first step 
taken was 
January 12th, 1911, 


•when Brothers John W. Thompson, 
E. V. Prior and A, L. Rawllngs met 
and discussed 
the 
probability of 


purchasing the Rider block, and on 
February 3, a resolution was pre- 
sented by Brother C. L. Flory to 
Newark Lodge No. 97 F. & A. M., 
to the^effect that a committee be ap- 
pointed and that all available funds 
be placed in their hands to be used 
for the purpose of "buying the mort- 
gage which then rested on the Rider 
block, and ultimately in connection 
•with the other Masonic bodies pur- 
chase the entire building. This res- 
olution was passed with the under- 
standing that 
the other 
Masonic 
bodies would join in such action. 


This committee consisted of Bros. 
W. T. Naragon, C. L. Flory and O. 
C. Parrell, and 
on 
February 
9, 


Acme Lodge No. ^64 F. & A. M, took 
the same action, appointing Bros. 
L. P. Schaus, W. W. Neal and E. V. 
Prior as its committee, on March 4, 
Warren Chapter No. 6 
R. 
A, M. 


took the same action, appointing as 
its committee Companions F. 
T. 


Hirst, B. B. Jones and E. Gary Nor- 
ris, March 6, Bigelow Council No. 
7 R. & S. M. took the same action 
appointing as its committee Com- 
panions C. L. V. Holtz, F. L. Beggs 
and C. W. Kent, and on March'25, 
St. Luke's Commandery, No. 34, K. 
T. took the same action, appointing 
as its committee, Sir Knights J. L. 
Worth, C. L. H. Long and F. M. B. 
Windle. 


After several joint meetings of the 
above committees, it was decided not 
to invest in the Rider mortgage or 
the purchase of the Rider building, 
but to recommend to the order rep- 
resented, the purchase of the lot 
known as the Stump property on 
West Main street, and build thereon 
a new Temple and Bros. C. L. Flory. 
was authorized to obtain an option 
on this property which was done. 
The several committees made their 


report in accordance with the above 
recommendation and 
after 
receiv- 


ing proper instructions from the bod- 
ies they represented, met on Novem- 
ber 25, 19:11. 
At 
this 
meeting 


Broa. L. P. Schaus was chosen chair- 
man and E. V. Prior secretary, and 
after a general discussion, it was 
decided to proceed to the building 
of a new Masonic Temple, and that 
a Masonic Temple company" be or- 
ganized with the 
Masonic bodies 


owning the common stock and that 
the several orders as stockholders 
.be represented by three trustees, 
these trustees to be given full pow- 
ei? in- the purchase of a loj and the 
erection of a Masonic Temple, using 
all surplus funds for that purpose, 
which action was properly taken by 
the Masonic bodies, and on January 
8, 1912, a meeting was held with ail 
of the trustees present except Bro. 
L. P. Schaus.-- After a general dis- 
cussion of several locations on which 
options or propositions 
had 
been 


taken. It was decided to purchase the 
present location, al the corner of 
Church and Fourth 
streets, 
then 


owned by Mr. George B. Sprague, 
also at this meeting a corporation 
committee and committee on regu- 
lation and by-laws" were appointed.

awarded to W. C. Handshy & Son, 
of Zanesville, for $50,259, and the 
contract for the cement arrd con- 
crete construction was awarded to 
Showers & Taylor of Crooksville, for 
$13,081. 
On January 13, the con- 


tract 
for 
heating, 
ventilating, 


plumbing and gas piping, was award- 
ed to the Hoffman Conklin Company 
of Columbus, for $8,608, and 
the 


contract for the electric wiring was 
awarded to the Newark Electric Co. 
of Newark for $1,985.. On February 
22, after considerable investigation, 
the brick was selected and the con- 
tract given to the Clay Craft 
Com- 


pany of Columbus. 


The work has not progressed as 


fast as the members and directors 
would Jike to have it, but the delay 
has been- unavoidable due principal- 
ly to the furnishing of the steel 
furnished by the. Champion Steel 
Company of Kenton, O. However, 
the steel for the first floor is now in 
position, and the concrete floor ia 
laid, and there is known no reason 
why the building 
should 
not 
bo 


rushed to completion.-

The fourth floor will be divided 


into two • lodge rooms,

lodge work. The lodge room in the 
north will be used for the conferring 
of the Symbolic degrees of Ancient 
Craft Masonry and will have a seat- 
ing capacity of about 500 people; the 
south, lodge room will be used for 
conferring the Capitular, Cryptic and 
Chlvalric degrees, and will have a 
seating capacity of approximately 
400 people. The fifth or mezzanine 
floor, will be balconies to the lodge 
rooms, locker rooms, etc. Bach 
lodge room will have a modern stage

at this point and there was now an 
unbroken line of Union troops from 
Culp's Hill to Round Top^ 


Numbers of the men seemed to have 


a premonition of death, and many 
stories are told of how they used to 
sit around the camp fire and predict 
the time 
Captain Thompson as he 


sat by the camp fire at the toot of 
Bemer's Hill the night of July second 
suddenly got up — "Well, boys, I 
shouldn't wnnder if I leave you tomor- 
row, and wfien I do it will be quick." 
Next morning he mounted a caisson 
during the heat of the battle and a 
shell bursting beneath him hurled him 
into eternity 


Scarcely had the battle begun be- 


fore powerful shells began to fall 
about the farmhouse where General 
Meade had his headquarters. 
The 


shells tore off' the steps and ripped 
open a bag of oats as though It had 
been done with a knife. For an hour 
and three-quarters the storm of fire 
continued. 
The 
slaughter 
of 
the 


horses belonging to the aldea and or- 
derlies which had been tethered in the 
yard was pitiful. 
They reared and 


plunged in terror in a helpless way 
only to be shot to pieces in the end.

of the New York Times, who was at 
headquarters durlngr this storm of shot 
and shells, tells how he saw an ambu- 
lance coming driven by a frenzied 
soldier at full speed, one horse run- 
ning on three legs—the left hind leg 
having- been shot off at the hip. The 
horses seemed terror-stricken during 
the battle and -when'their riders were 
killed they ran •nll*ly after the cav- 
alrymen as If seeking human aid. An 
orderly who was carrjmg a message 
tells how he was riding rapidly with 
a dispatch when he suddenly heard 
the clatter of a horse's hoofs behind 
him and supposing he was being pur- 
sued by a Confederate he put his 
spurs to his horse and Increased his 
pace without looking behind. 
After 


traveling for some distance he turned 
and discovered the horse following 
him. was riderless. The man was worn 
out and the sudden shock of satisfac- 
tion was so great that he fell from his 
horse and the two riderless animals 
cantered off together. As soon as the 
orderly revived he captured 
both 


horses and rode Into camp with both 
animals none the worse for hla ex- 
perience 
Thousands of horses were 


killed during the battle and many 
stories of their faithfulness to the 
riders might be told and H seems most 
fitting that these brute victims of the 
war should be remembered In some 
manner. 
The State of Pennsylvania 


realized this and the monuments In 


memory bf its cavalry invariably show 
the figure of a horse on some part 
of the memorial. 
I 


About ten o'clock Longstreet had 


massed seventy-five guns in one bat- 
tery. Hill sixty-three and Ewell en6ugh 
to bring the number to one hundred 
and fifty. It was evident that Lee 
•was preparing for a grand centre 
charge. 
A few minutes later the 


signal guns were fired and before 
their echoes had died away the whole 
line of Confederate batteries were 
blazing like a volcano. 
The terrific 


cannonade darkened the noonday sky 
and the Union soldiers found them- 
selves in the midst of a pitiless storm 
of shot. Soldiers and officers leaped 
for their guns when the firing began 
only to fall mortally wounded—some 
died while eating their dinner*, oth- 
ers with pipes in their mouths, and 
one—a young pale faced Pennsylvan- 
ian, fell dead while looking at a 
miniature of his sister. 
During the 


heaviest flre an officer who rode out 
to give an order tells how a man 
raised up Just as the horse was about 
to step on him—"Don't ride over me, 
Captain," he said, "my hands are gone 
and I cannot even crawl." He held 
up the bloody stumps appea_lngly but 
before the officer could reply a shell 
had snuffed out the life of the w.onnd- 
ed man. 


This indescribable eeene kept up for 


about two hours, when the Union bat- 


teries -were ordered to cease firing so 
that they might husband their am- 
munition for what every man knew 
was coming—a charge by the now 
desperate Confederates. 
The Union 


generals tried to repair the 'damages 
caused by the cannonade-—'reforming 
ranks and replacing dismantled guns 
and begging the men to stand firm. 
The troops under Pickett's charge 
were in readiness to adv ance. Plokett 
himself, cool and collected, was watch- 
ing the effect of the artillery flre 
when a courier brought him word 
that the Union guna had slackened 
fire, and the moment had arrived for 
the charge 
Plckett handed the not* 


to Longstreet at his side. 
"General, 


shall I advance'" Pickett asked hi; 
chief. 
Longstreet, mastered 
by his 


emotions, could only nod tn assent and 
turn away. "I shall lead my division 
forward, sir," was Pickett's reply. 


Then followed a scene unequalled 


In the military history of the world, 
and one in which friend and foe alike 
have borne testimonv to the courage 
and fortitudevwith which this gallant 
band met the ordeal of having to en- 
dure a terrible fire without the power 
of returning it. The distance to the 
centre of the Union lines was nearly a 
mile and for more than half that 
distance the boys of the Southland 
marched as if on holiday parade with 
Dags and banners glistening In the 
sunlight. 
One Company was singing 


"Bonnie Blue Flag" and the band of 
a regiment in the rear was playing 
Southern airs. They were unmolested 
by the batteries of the Union forces 


j which were preparing to open their 
death dealing flre at the proper time. 
When they came within close range 
the roar of the Federal guns was 
heard and wide gaps were torn in the 
ranks of Pickett's men, only to be 
filled up again by others, and yet on 
they came, undismayed by the danger 
and unchecked by the murderous work 
pf the Union forces surrounding them 
right into the jaws of death. It Deem- 
ed that they were aiming for the 
clump of trees which stood on the 


very summit of the rldgq. 
Cushlng, 


though badly wounded, had stood by 
hli guns at this point until the, guni 
were disabled and nearly all hla gun- 
ners, killed or wounded 
Th* two 


gun» still in working order w*r« 
wheeled down to th* stone wall by 
the men of thjo «9th attd TUt and for 
a timo did deadly work In th« rank* 
of the Confederate*. The men und«r 
Ll«tit*nant-Colonel Koch«rspeNt*r Itt 
conjunction with the men of, the «•«* 
hugged the atone wall. Plckett'• me* 
came on and discovering a vacant por- 
tion o* the wall the.y began to leap1 
over. 
Then two Companies of th* 


83th awurtg back in -order «*. prot«*r 
the wall and a hand to hand conflict 
of the most de*De*a.te character took 
place. 
A Confederate called out tw 


James Donnelly, of the 99th. to «ur- 
render, levelling his musket to flr« 
at the same time, but before'he cowlcl 
pull the trigger. Donnelly who was a 
boy about eighteen years of ag«. felled 
the man with the barrel of hla S«n. 
Corporal. Bradley, of the same Com- 
pany, was Hilled about this tlm». hav- 
ing his skull crushed b.y a Confederate 
soldier while Attempting to beat T>a»k 
the men who were coming over the 
wall 
General Armistead. who l*d on« 


of Pickett's front brigades, reached 
the farthest fcolnt of the Confederate 
advance and with his hand upon a 
Union gun while under th» shadow Of 
the flags of his brigade, fell mortally 
wounded. The struggle was soon overt 
for Pickett's men were outnumbered 
and the loss of Armistead had be«n a 
sad blow. 
Over four thousand wer* 


made prisoners and as. many -more 
were lying on the field or cold lir 
death 
Virginia on that day yielded) 


up as a sacrifice to the Lost Cauw 
her gall»nt, chivalrous son* who. with 
unfaltering step and unsurpassed brav- 
ery, bore almost alone the brunt of •* 
charge perhaps the most* heroic and 
daring in the annals of warfare. 


The battle of Gettysburg was over. 


The cost of men had been frightful, 
for the losses of the two armies had 
be*n more than fifty thousand aBojut 
evenly dlx-ided between the two s»d«|» 
The weary Confederates retreated, t? 
the waiting lines of the Confederacy 
on Seminary Ridge and Lee then be- 
gan his retreat to Virginia. Th« high- 
water mark of the Confederacy had 
been reached and now the waters wer» 
receding not at Oettvsburg alone but 
In the Southwest as well, for almost 
at the same hour that Pickett's charge 
occurred Grant and Pemberton etood 
under a tree on a hill above the Mis- 
sissippi River and arranged for th« 
surrender of Vicksburg.
